His Most Sanguine Friends Sur- 
prised at the Result. 


SEVEN OUT OF NINE COUNTIES

BACON MEN BADLY ROUTED, 


By Losing Some of Their Most 
Positive Counties. 


EVEN ZOOLY GOES FOR GORDON, 


And Carroll, Gordon, Forsyth, Polk, 
Murra} and Lumpkin Likewise. 


DETAILS OF THE DAY’S CONTEST 


Yesterday was cut out for Bacon, but it wa3 
spotied in the making up and turned out to be 
Gordon's day. 

General Gordon and his friends expected lit- 
tle from yesterday’s election. They realized 
thatthe counties had been called by Bacon’s 
friends because they were thought to be “‘safe- 
ly fixed” for Bacon.'§ 

They were part of the programme started in 
Clarke and Coffee counties, It was thought 
thatby hurrying up mass meetings in the 
county towns, when the farmers were very 
busy, that lecal politicians could ‘“‘manage’”’ 
things for Bacon, and give him a lead over 
Gordon that would discourage the friends of 
the latter. Under this programme Gordon 
had tofight Bacon in his Own territory, and 

at his own terms. He and his friends would 
fave gladly compromised on half the dele- 
gates yesterday. They never claimed this 
much,and hardly expected so much, 

The result shows that they got 16 votes to 
Bacon’s 4, or just four to one. In mostof the 
counties Gordon's majority was overwhelming. 
In Lumpkin Hon. W. P. Price, who ran as a 
Bacon delegate, was beaten five to one. In 
Polk “the majority was so overwhelming that 
the vote was not counted.” In Murray it was 
over five to one. In Forsyth, which was 
counted absolutely safe for Bacon until the 
vote was polled, Gordon’s vote was two to one. 
In Carro)] it was overwhelming. In Gordon 
he had a hundred majority. In Dooly, which 
his most sanguine ffriends set down as 
“impossible,” he had a small majority. He 
carried seven counties while Bacon carried 
two. 

Thé most significant feature of the day was 
the cofmties in which Gordon caught Bacon 
on the fun. In Haralson county about ten days 
ago thé executive committee met. The Gor- 
don men begged for a primary to be held on 
July ne The Bacon men insisted on a mass- 

meeting, and hurried it upon Junelst, The 
Gordoy men accepted the situation, and when 
the megting was held they had three to one, 
and meeting was a rouser. The Bacon 
men Mhen wante? a primaryelection, anda 
po nement t.. .il July let, which was finally 


s called for yesterday. When Gordon spoke 
the call was rescinded. Then Bacon. 

bke there and it was given out that the 
Mass meeting would select delegates anyhow. 
The Gordon men hearing this went to work 
and had out four to one, in the biggest politi- 
cal gathering ever seen in Hart county. Then 
the selection of delegates was postponed until 
the first Tuesday in July. If these two coun- 
ties had acted under the official call made 
by the Bacon men they would have 
been added by an unprecedented vote 
to the Gordon column. They 
are, of course, safe for Gordon whenever they 
act, and in the meantime the Bacon managers 
in two counties have been converted from the 
policy of hasty little meetings. The peoplein 
other counties will appreciate the humor of 
the situation in Hart and Haralson, and the 
lesson will be wholesome all around. 

General Gordon’s friends were jubilant over 
their victory. As no trains were running the 
news wrs brought in and disseminatcd by 
telegraph. Scores of congratulatory dis- 
patches came in from friends in other counties, 
and the Gordon headquarters was a busy 
scene. 

While there was considerable surprise at the 
result in many counties, there was no over- 
confidence among General Gordon’s friends. 
They realized that there was a hard fight 
ahead, and that while the outcome of the first 
skirmish was better than they had hoped for, 
that it would take hard work to whip it. 

The Bacon men had little to say. The news 
from Lumpkin, Forsyth and Murray was not 
received until late, when Bacon’s headquar- 
ters were closed. =~ in, 

We do not put the vote of Pickens county 
in the summary. Our reasons for not put- 
ting it there will be found in the report of the 
Pickens county meeting, published elsew hore. 
It is enough to say that in this meeting, called 
for the purpose of nominating a candidate for 
the democratic party, that‘a resolution reciting 
that nene but democrats should be allowed to 
vote, was voted down.

THE SURPRISE OF ALL. 
Deoly County Wheels Right in the Gordon 
Column. 


Montezuma, Ga., June 1.—[Special]—The 
news that Decly connty had instructed for 
Gordon has terrified the Bacon following in 
this county, and a general rout will be 
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result. Dooly isaway off the railroad and 
the Gordon men have paid but little atten- 
tion to it, knowing that it had been thoroughly 
worked for Bacon and was considered one of 
his strongest counties. Bacon has visited it 
several times and had on his side the clever- 
est politicians of the county.

have been exceedingly boastful as to 
| their streneth and what they 
would do. There was scarcely 


a doubt then but that it would instruct for Ba- 
con, ‘Butthe Gordon men have stormed the 
county and carried theday. The convention 
met this morning at 10 o’clock in Vienna. 
The Gordon following in the county was there 
in sufficient numbers to out vote the politi- 
cians, The farmers and old soldiers, and 
young men and everybody else who favored 
Gordon made it a point to be present and have 
a voice in the action of the county, though 
some of them hadtocome twenty miles to do 
it. The vote stood, Gordon one hundred and 
twenty-seven, Bacon one hundred and twen- 
ty-one.

CALHOUN,Ga., June 1.--[Special.]--The people 
of Gordon’connty met in mass meeting today 
for the purpose of electing delegates to the 
gubneratorial and congressional conventions.

The Good News Stirs Up Richmond’s Gordon

AvaustTa, Ga., June 2.—[Special.]—The

They Meet and Grow Riotous, When Defeat 
Dawns Upon Them. 

BUCHANAN, Ga., June 1.—[Special.]—This 
has been a lively day politically, witnessing, as 
it did, the utter demoralization of the Bacon 
ring. 

There is a paper printed here called the Haral- 
son Banner, whose editor has been guilty of the 
most incendiary conduct toward General Gordon. 
His name is A. B. Fitts. Heis at the same time 
chairman cf the county executive committee. 
As chairman of ihe committee, he cast his vote in 
favor of a mass mecting instead of aprimary, the 
question being tied in the committee. The mass 
meeting was set for today, and everything seemed 
solid tor Bacon. 

THE (CONSPIRACY UPSET. 

John B. (iordon here to- 
day sadly upset all of Editor Fitts’s arrangements, 
and it soon Lecame evident that the goods could 
not be celivered. General Gordon made one of 
the greatest speeches of his life. He began by & 
most beautiful and feeling allusion to the fact 
that Haralson county was named for the honored 
father of the sweet woman whom he had wedded 
in hisearly manhood, and who had followed him 
through the trials of war, and to whose tender care 
and nursing he owed under Providence the life 
which was spared him.

Caused by Bacon Republicans Electing Del- 
gates. 
JASPER, Ga, June 1.—[Special.]—In pursu- 
ance of a call for a ‘‘citizens’ meeting,’’ a miscel- 
laneous crowd of citizens of Pickens county met 
here today and organized for the purpose of elect- 
ing delegates to the state democratic convention. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the 11:50 train was 
to bring in a large number of citizens, the crowd, 
which was for Bacon, resolved to act without them.

Opposed to Primaries and in Favor of Mass 
Meetings. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., June 1.—{Special.]— 
The democratic execulive committee of Bartow 
county met today and called a mass meeting for 
July 7, to select delegates tothe congressional and 
gubernatorial conventions. 


rHE COMMITTEE IN SESSION, 

Wheathe committee met there were but six 
mem bers present, three being absent and there be- 
ing two vacancics. Ofthosepresent four were for 
Gordon and two for Bacon. Colonel J. W. Harris, 
a Bacon mau, was present, and claimed that by 
reason of his being a member ofthe congressional 
committce hewasato amember of the county 
comfnitice. The ecmmittee decided to fill the va- 
caneies in the committee before passing on Colonel 
Harris’s Claims. Colonel R. H. Jones, a Gordon 
man, and Mr. kh. W. Satterfield, a Bacon 
man, were then elected to fill the vacan- 
cies. The committee then standing 5 for Gordon 


and 3 for Bacon, decided that Colonel Harris 
was entitled toascaton the committee. A com- 
mit*ve of five was then appointed to draft resolu- 
tions, cte. The committee reported, calling a pri- 
mary election on the 20th of June. 

BACON MEN AGAINST THE PEOPLE, 


Colonel} Harris, for himself and Mr. 
Satterfield, filed .a protest against 
the action of the committee, Colonel 


Jones said that the majority were anxious for the 
people tosettle the question ‘or themselyes in 
their own militia districts, buc in order that there 
should be harmony and no split in the meeting, he 
would move thata mass meeting be held on 
Wednesday, July 7, to select delegates to both 
convertions. The®vote stood 4 for and 4 against, 
but Captain Dodd, chairman, voting for the reso- 
lution, it was carried. Gordon’s friends - could 
have ordered primaries, but they yielded toa 
mass-meetipg in the interest of harmony, and 
gained a victory by it.

The people here are beginning tounderstand the 
situation, and are speaking out for Gordon. Gor- 
don’s friends are almost a unit for primaries, but 
the Bacon men oppose them unless republicans be 
allowed to yote. 


TO 
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GORDON MAGNANIMITY IN GREENE 


The Bacon Men Downed, but an Unfair Ad- 
vantage Not Taken, 

GREENESBORO, Ga., June 1.—j{Special.]|— 
The Gordon idea has swept through Greene 
county, and the people will vote by primary on 
Saturday, June 12, for delegates to the gubernato- 
rial convention. 

The mass meeting today decided upon that 
course. So overpowering was the public senti- 
ment for Gordon’s primary plan, that the Bacon 
men did not dare to dispute it. 

The fight today was a glorious victery for Gor- 
don, The exccutive committee called the mass 
meeting for today, and it was the intention of 
the Bacen leaders to choose delegates, and not 
submit the vote to the people. The Athens 
Banner-Watchman, one of the strongest of the 
Bacon organs, denounced the scheme, 
and the (;reenesboro Home Journal 
another Bacon supporter. declared that the 
people of the county should be heard on the «ues- 
tiov. The Gordon men of the county felt outraged 
at the summary proceeding of the committee, but 
determined to tight it out. The Banner-Watchman 
end the Home Journal sre the leading advocates 
for Dr. Carlton for congress, and they realized that 
such action would seriously jeopardize his 
chances. The Carlton following attributed the 
hasty action to a trick of the Reese following in 
trying totake such action. Thusit wasthat the 
Banner-Watchman and the Home Journal made 
such a vigorous protest. The Bacon men who 
favored a mass meeting found, on assembling, a 
large majority of Gordon followers, and hence 
were glad to agree to a primary. 


BACON FAILED TO COME, 


He Would Have Received Civility But No 
Votes. 
CHIPLEY,Ga., June 1.—[Special.]—Hon. A. 
O. Bacon failed to meet the citizens of Harris 
county today in Hamilton, as announced, on ac- 
count of the change of gauge of the railroads, He 
was Celayed and could not make connection.

Mr. Cleveland and Miss Folsom Return to Washing- 
ton—The Affair Not Conventional Bnougn to 
Suit Society’s Demands—The Wedding 
Cake—Other Dotails of the Affair. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—[{Special.]--There 
was but little . business done at the 
white house today that did not relate to the 
interesting event of tomorrow evening, and 
there was a great deal that did relate to that 
important affair. The president returned 
from New York, arriving soon after eight 
o'clock. He breakfasted at the usual hour 
and attended to come bills from congress and 
o‘tber matters that required his attention, 
but these things didn’t consume very much 
time and there was an opportunity in the 
forenoon for the president to be consulted in 
regard to numerous details of to-morrow’s ar- 
rangements. 

The cabinet assembled as usual, that is those 
of the cabinet officers who were in town, but 
there were only three of them—Bayard, La- 
mar and Garland,and Acting Secretary Fair- 
child. The cabinet meeting was short, and 
after luncheon, when the doors had been 
closed to the public several things happened. 
First ceme tbe Rev. Dr. Sanderland. 
towing and smiling to the attendants at the 
big white door and apparently very glad that 
be had at last been sent for in order to come 
to a complete understanding with the presi- 
dent relative to tomorrow’s ceremonial. The

THE PREACHER PUZZLED. 

Little Dr. Sunderland, who is to perform the 
ceremony, is at this stage very nervous, as so 
far he has had only the brief ngte asking him 
to perform the ceremony. He has had ne 
consultation with any member of the family, 
and as Miss Folsom does not come until tae- 
morrow there will be little chance to arrange 
with her.

Al 
the members of the cabinet 
have been asked to the wedding, 
and it is believed that all, even including At- 
torney General Garland, clothed in an ortho- 
dox dress suit, will be there, None of the 
daughters of the cabinet members have besn 
asked, but the aged mother of the attorney 
general has been bidden to the marriage feast. 
To these families the president sent auto- 
graph notes of invitation. 

CRITICISING THE AFFAIR. 

Of course the cabinet families are too loyal 
to say anything, but it is sure that they would 
all have preferred a more conventional and 
common senee affair fora wedding, and one 
better suited to the station of the bridegroom. 
They are particularly sensitive about the bride 
coming to the bridegroom’s house to be mar- 
ried, and at his giving the wedding instead of 
bride’s *family. Women are piqued at the 
political trickery way in which they endeavor 
to shroud it all in mystery. The men condemn 
the introduction of such methods and wire 
pulling into the romantic realm of courtship.

THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


A Bill to Prevent Members of Congress from 
Being Employed by Rallroads. 

WASHINGTON, June I.—In the senate, Mr. 
Beck, in rmtroducing a bill to prohibit mem- 
bers of congress from acting as attorney; or 
employes of railroad companies that had char- 
ters or have had grants from the United States, 
remarked that there had been much crimina- 
tion and recrimination in both houses about 
members of congress being employed by rail- 
road companies. This bill, he said, was in- 
tended to see if a remedy could not be provi- 
ded for the trouble. The bill makes it unlaw- 
fol for any member of cither house to accept 
employment as an attorney at 
law, or to accept pay ment for 
services of any kind from any ,rail- 
road company, or any officer or agent thereof, 
which obtained its charter or any grants of 
Jand or pecuniary aid to the states. The viola- 
tions of its provisiops is made a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine not to exceed $5,000 or 
imprisonment not more than one year. 

e senate then resumed the Northern Pa- 
cific land forfeitgre bill. 

At two o’clock the bankruptcy bill came up 
as the regular order. 

After Mr. Hoar, by unanimous consent, had 
secured come verbal amendments to the bill, 
Mr. George moved to strike out all sections 
that provide for involuntary proceeding in 
bankruptcy. Mr. George said he was willing 
to vote for a bill that would allow an unfortu- 
nate debtor to start again in life by the sur- 
render of his property and getting an acquit- 
tal. He was not willing to vete for any 
scheme of involuntary bankruptey, 
especially when characterized by the 
harsh proceeding provided for by this bill. 
The theory of the bill, Mr. George said, seemel 
to be that every man who became insolvent 
was either a knave orafool. That was nota 
correct theory. Calamities for which they 
were not responsible sometimes overtcok the 
most efficient and energetic business man. 
Calamities were sometimes induced by govera- 
ment, sometimes by agents of the government. 
Banks, putting such men into bankruptcy and 
taking the management of their busines; 
ont of their own hands and putting 
itin the hands of the court was the worst 
possible thing todo. Mr. George argued that 
the effects ofthe bill on the business of the 
southern states would be ruinous. He also 
obiected tothe bill because it permitted no 
preferences. among creditors, such as was al- 
lowed by the laws of nearly all thestates. It 
often happened that aman’s condition, even 
his honor, required that he should give pref 
erence. 

- Mr. Hoar moved to lay Mr. George’s amend- 
menton the table. Before the announcement 
of the yote on this motion, it being clear that 
the result would be strongly against it, Mr. 
Hear wished the bill postponed till tomorrow, 
It seemed to him. he said, that the opinion of 
the senate was against the fandamental feature 


- of the bill, and if he should be of that opinion 


tomorrow he might move to postpone the 
bill till December. Hedid not wish to do 
that without consultation with his colleagues 
on the committee reporting the bill. He asked 
nnanimous consent that the bill be postponed 
tii] tomorrow. 

Mr. Coke objected. 

The vote on Mr. Hoar’s motion was yeas 14, 
nays 25. So the senate declined to lay Mr, 
George’s amendment on the table. 

The bill then went over till tomorrow. 

Mr. Piamb called up the conference report 
on the postoflice appropriation bill and 6n his 
motion, the senate insisted on ita amendment 
and reappointed Messrs. Plumb, Beck and Ma- 
hone a conference committee on the part of the 
senate. 

The senate then passed the bill “to prevent 
the acquisition of real property by aliens.” and 
the supplemental Chinese immigration bill, 
that which explains the meaning of the origi- 
nal billson thesame subject, passed in 1882, 
and 1884. 

Mr, Sherman called up the bill to indemnify 
the Chinese for losses incurred by the riot at 
Reck Springs, Wy., and it was discussed until 
5:45 p. m., when, without action, the senate ad- 
journed. 

The unfinished business for tomorrow, which 
had been laid aside informally when the in- 
demnity bill was taken up, is a bill providing 
for the location of railroad lands, [This 1s the 
Van Wyck bill).

LOTTERY ADVERTISEMENTS. 


Mr. Blount Reports a Bill Relative to Their 
Transmission Through the Mails. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—In the house, 
Chairman Blount of the postoffice committee 
reported from that committee a bill in lieu of 
several others on the same subject, amending 
section °° of the Revised Statutes relating to 
the transmission through the United States 
mails of lottery, gift enterprise aud other cir- 
culars. The bill amends the enacting statute 
so as to make it conform to the decisions of 
couits, and amends it by the insertion of ths 
folowing clause: 

And all newspapers and periodicals containing 
the advertisements of any such lotteries, schemes, 
drewings, or distributions, or tickets, shares, or 
ebances therein, are hereby declared to be not 
mailable matters, and shall not be conveyed in 
the mails of thef{United States nor be deiivered from 
aby office, or by any letter carrier. 

No newspaper is to be excluded from the 
mails until notice shall have been given by 
the postmaster-general to the publisher that 
some advertisement published thereia is 
deemed to be within the provisions of the act, 
but after such notice every copy of the paper 
containing theadvertisement shall beexcluded, 
and whoever sha]l knowingly deposit the same 
in the mails shall be liable to the penalties 
provided in the act. | The bill also makes it a 
misdemeanor for any person to use an alias or 
fictitious name or address to promote a lo‘tery 
scheme, and requires the return of matter ad- 
dresced to such persous to the sender. 

In accompanying the report the comnittee 
#8965 that in considering the proposition of ex- 
eluding newspapers and pariodicals fron the 
mails when they contain certain lottery ad- 
vertisements, but two questions require exam- 
ination; first, as to the constitutionality of 
such jan act, and second, conceding the power 
of cougress in the matter would it be justified 
in exercising it. In answer to the first qnestion 
the decision of United States supreme court 19 
exparte Jackson is cited as affirming the pow- 
er of copgrers. And as meeting the second in-

PHILADELPHIA, June 1-—The employes of 
the planing and sash mills in this city struck 
today to the number of 2,000, With the ex cap- 
tion of four mills, the proprietors of which 
had already conceded the demands of the men, 
every man employed in a planing or sash 
mill went out. In this strike the men are up- 
held by the Protective Building trade council, 
which numbers 16,000 men. Accordingly, un- 
Jess their demands shall be agreed to, no 
workman will undertake to work on a 
building, from the cellar digger up to 
the painter. On the Ist of May the 
union called on the mill owners. §but 
owing to the very large number of contracts 
on hand, the employers asked for a month's 
time, but during the intervalthey formed an 
association and called themselves the ‘Mill 
Owuers Protective association.” When the 
nnion committee yesterday renewed the de- 
mands of the men they were met with a blank 
refusal and a strike was ordered. The men 
demanded nine hours pay at the present 
wages, $375 perday, and, except in certain 
grievons cases, Where immediate action is 
necessary. a@ strike or boycott wikl not be 
allowed witbont their approval.

Construction. Contracts. Sales. (Beiore 
Judge Willis.) 

{[Blandford, J., being disqualified, Judge 
Ciarke, of the Atlanta circuit, presided in his 
stead. | 

Clarke, J.—As a general rale, the cons‘rac- 
tion of a contract isa question for the cour’; 
but where the terms of a written instrument 
are ambiguous, its meaning should be left to 
the jury. Code, 7 2 2754, 2757, 3301, 3391. 
36 Ga., 454; 52 Id.. 572; 51 Id., 603; 57 Id., 26; 
61 Id , 364; Erskine vs Duffy, (present tera.) 

(a) The stockholders of a railroad entered 
into an agreement to sell the road to one Lo- 
gan, through his agent, Garrard, for $100,000, 
providing in the agreement that it should re- 
yoain binding for only thirty days, and that,in 
the event of the sale, the stockholders should 
execute quit-claim deeds to all their right,title 
aud interest. The contract was dated April 
12, 1881. On May 12 it was extended for thir- 
ty days, it being sta‘ed that “the option for 
the sale and purchase of our stock in said rail- 
road’ was extended. No sale haying been 
completed to Logan, and the stockholders still 
deriring tosell, they gave to one Dexter the 
following agreement: ‘We, the undersigned 
stockholders in the Colambus and Kome rail- 
roud company, do hereby extend the option on 
sale of Columbus and Rome railroal heretofore 
granted to Louis I’. Garrard, on April 12, 1851, 
and expiringon June 12, 1881,to Armory 
Dexter, to commence oa the 12th day of June, 
and tu expire on the 12th day of July, 1831:” 

Held, that this agreement was not ambigu- 
ous, and was properly construed by the court. 
li fixedthe price by reference to the former 
agrecment, and under it Dexter could neither 
buy for himself or another, provided he paid 
that price

No recovery can be main- 
tained on a contract which was made in obedi- 
ence toa mandatory special act of the general 
assembly in regard to the employment of con- 
victs and their superintendence on the public 
roacs of a particular county, where such 
special act conflicts with the general read laws 
of the etate concerning the working of con- 
victs on public roads, such special mandatory 
act having been enacted after the adoption of 
the constitution of 1877, and being in conflict 
with the first paragraph of the fourth section 
of the first article of the constitution. Code 
D027. 

2. It makes no difference in the result of 
such conflict with the constitution.1n making 
the contract unconstitutional end invalid be- 
cause based upon an unconstitutional enact- 
ment, that such enactment was an amendment 
or a special act passed prior to the adoption of 
the constitution, if the amendment coerced 
the commissioners of the county to make the 
contract recovered upon,by its imperious man- 
date, when the prior special act before the 
adoption of the constitution merely authorized 
such contract, at the option and in the discre- 
tion of the commissioners. 

Oo. Especially must such be the necessary 
sequence of the premises, when the original 
speciai act was passed in February, 1877, and 
the amendment made as late as October, 1833, 
more than six years thereafter, and when tie 
contract recovered upon was not made until 
immediately after the compulsory amendment 
of 1555, and showed upon its face that such 
amendment forced the commissioners to act 
and put in operation a special law which had 
remained inoperative until the mandate of the 
unconstitutional amendment depriyed the c»m- 
missioners of all option and discretion in put- 
ting the special law in operation. 

i. No contract based upon an unconstitu-

General Gordon in Haralson. 

We understand that there issome criticism 
of General Gordon’s appearing in Héralson 
on the day delegates were to be selected. 

In regard tothis we have just a word to 
say. The Bacon men in Haralson hurried 
their meeting forward for the express purpose 
of shutting Gordon out. The Gordon mem- 
bers of the committee asked that the selec- 
tion of delegates be postponed until the first 
Tuesday in July, or certainly for two or three 
weeks. This could have been done easily. 
There was no possible reason for not doing it 
except to forestall public opinion, and have 
the delegates chosen by alittle mass meeting 
before General Gordon could be heard. This 
was the policy of the Bacon men. It has 
been their policy alloverthe state. It was 
their policy in Clark connty, and in other 
counties which selected delegates,even before 
the state committee had met for the purpose 
of callingthe convention to which the dele- 
gates were to be elected. 

In the face of this it is absurd to complain 
that Gordon has sought to defeat this scheme 
by going into the counties and reaching the 
people face to face. We do not blame the 
Bacon men for getting mad about it. The 
fact that Gordon’s presence and the work of 
his friends brought together about three 
Gordon men toone Bacon manin a ‘“‘safe’’ 
Bacon county is enough to make them mad. 

General Gordon understands perfectly the 
policy on which the campaign against him is 
being waged. Hehas madeup his mind to 
speak every day from now until the last del- 
egate is elected. Wherever he believes that - 
the action of the county has been hastened 
for the purpose of foreclosing judgment 
against him without his having a fair hearing 
he is going to cut across lots to that county 
and speak to the people of that county, if he 
gets there only thirty minutes before the 
convention assembles to select delegates.

As cheering as the result of yesterday is, 
itshould cause no friend of CGordon’s to lay 
off bis The opposition will only 
grow more desperate from this unexpected 
and stinging reverse. The abuse of Gordon 
will be deepened. The buckles of the little 
‘‘riwg’’ will be tightened. The little mass 
meetings will be hurried up, and the men 
who have promised to deliver the sovereign 
counties of Georgia to Mr. Bacon and his 
violent little ‘‘ring,’’ will only strive the 
harder todo it. Assurely as the ballots of 
yesterday tell the (cordon men that victory 
is theirs with hard work, just as surely do 
they tell that victory is impossible without 
hard werk.

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The Pickens Meeting. 

The Bacon meeting in Pickens county 
yesterday was a most unheard of proceed- 
ing, and is another evidence of the extremi- 
ty to which the opponents of General Gordon 
are reduced. It was_not even known outside of 
the county that a meeting had been ealled, 
and so short was the notice that it was not 
generally known throughout the county. 
In pursuance to a call for a ‘‘citizens meet- 
ing’’ a gathering is held at Jasper, composed 
of Bacon followers, some prominent repub- 
lieans of the county, and a few Gordon men, 
who were determined that the county 
should not be tricked from whom it be- 
longed.

Sire 
reeched bome «bout half vast ten o'clock this 
morning, and all the indications show she 
immediately prepared to carry her purpose 
into effect. She lecked down the wiadowa 
and belted the doorto herroom. Thea, dis- 
robing, she . @ivided twelve ounces 
of ebloroform into two dishes, 
placing ome on each side of i her 
head as she lay in the bed, and, dipping §: 
banckerchief with chloroform, spread it over 
her face. The emeli of chloroform attracted 
the ettention ofthe honsehold, and they 
found it came from her room. The door was 
foreed open and Drs. Willincham, Weatherby 
etd Jackson were summoned be telephone. 
When the doctors arrived they fouad her 
deed. They worked faithfully to revive her 
withont avail.

Report of the Committee on Legislation— 
The Currency Question. 


CLEVELAND, O., June1.—The Kuights of 
Labor convention was opened at 9 o'clock this 
morning, the first business being the adoption 
of the amended report of the committee cn 
strikes and beycotts. The executive board 
must approve all future strikes. 

An sddress to the Woman’s Christian Union 
was adopted, after which the committee on 
legislation presented the following report, 
which was adopted: 

In the place of document No. 71, entitled, “‘An 
act fixing a measure of value and further reguiat- 
ing the value of money, your committee calis 
attention to the petition passed at the annual ses- 
sion held at Hamilton, Ont.. in October lasi, em- 
bracing the same subject which gee Was 
known as document No. 77, as printed on pages 115 
and 119 of the record of proceedings of that segsioa. 
and we urge that said petition be presented to con- 
gress as ibere recommended, auu thai it also be 
given tothe press for publication, as we deem tis 
course necessary befere further legislation by tae 
general assembly on the subject.” 

Document No. 77, referred to by the com- 
mittee, is as follows, and was iatroduced by 
Representative A. H. Low, of Pennsylvania: 

Fesolved, That the following petition be pre- 
sented to congress : 

The petition of the members of the order of the 
Kuights of Labor of America, turough their repre- 
sentative in the genera! assembiy, uiet at a session 
held at Hamilton, Vat., commenced Octoder 5ta,

proper legisiation by congress: that the: 
the United States is of uncertain vaiue, 
widely in different parts of the connatry at a 
lines, ard in every part at Various times. 

Whereas, Leing a measure ef commercial 
value, it shcukt be fixed and invariable 
in vaine—for example, at this time in 
one part of the country money is worth only two 
per cent inierest per anuum; in another twelve per 
cent, and in snotner twenty per cent, and ranges 
from two to twenty per Cent throughout the coun- 
try. Thatthe uncertainly of the valine of moaey 
Causes distiutt aud uncertainty in ail commercial 
transactions, ipasmuch that capitalis timid and 
Jabor unemployed, and periodical panics ocenr in 
ail business, in cousequence of which the indus- 
trial Classes are financially ruined 
aud Jaborers thrown out of employ- 
ment and indcscribable want and sutfering 
brought upon the masses of the people, aad that 
ubjust gains are acquired by thuse who manipu 
Jate Monvey. That the supply of a large portion of 
the money of tbe country is in Control of private 
corporations called national bauking associatioas 
creutures of congressional legislation with whom 
plivate gain is the only motive for supplying 
mcney tothe people. That it is through the manipn- 
jJation of saiu corporations and other money ien- 
cers that the people suffer many of the m:-forcunes 
and gTievanees hereinbefore meutioned and 
maby others not mentioned. Taa 
tbe right to issue or coin money is a high 
sovertign prerogative which ought notto ve ex- 
ercised by any but the bighest power in the na- 
tion, and we view with alarm the exercise ofsach 
a prerogative by private persons or corporations 
end asa remedy forthe evilsof which we Com- 
plain and for the redress of grievances we suffer as 
herein set forth, we pray that your honorable body 
will fulfill the duties imposed on you by the con 
stitution in section 8 ofarticle 1, which provides 
who shall have power to issue money and regulate 
the value thereof andof foreign coin and {ix the 
stancard of weightand measures, that you [ix the 
measnre of valine by establishing a jist, uniform 
and invariable rate formoney loaned.

Lonpon, June 1.—Thedebate on the home 
‘rule bill in the house of commons was re- 
sumed tbis afternoon by Joseph Chamberlain. 
When he rose in his place he was greeted with 
derisive cheers and howls from the Irish mem- 
bers. Hedenied the assertion made by E. 
Dwyer Gray that he (Chamberlain) was the 
author of the article on national councils pub- 
lished in the Fortnightly Review, and said 
that Mr. Gray knew very well who the author 
was and that the details of the article were 
supplied from Erish sources. 

“T myself possess,” said the speaker, “‘incon- 
trovertible and incontestible proof tha‘ emi- 

‘nent nationalist leaders have approvei the 
principle of national councils. 

Here the Parnellites uttered lond howls and 
cried out, “names, names,” and the conserva- 
tives and whigs cheered Chamberlain. The 
denunciation and cheering finally became an 
uproar which lasted several minutes. 

Chamberiain calmly folded his arms and 
smilingly waited for the tumult to subside, 
but he refused to mention the names called 
for and resuming, Chamberlain, at grev 
length, explained why he decmed (:ladstone’s 
concessions inadequate. He did not, 
he continued, propose to re- 
ply to any of the persona! 
references made towards himselfduring ths 
ccurse of the debate. They were, pera ip;, 
amusing, but they were below thelevel of tne 
great constitutional discussion of «juestions 
fravght with the m momentous ©113e- 
cuences. Those who pose the home rule 
messure believe that it would prove more 
mischievous in its effect upon Ireland, aad 
postpone for a long time a satisfactory set:le- 
ment ofthe Irish question. {Cries of “Hear, 
hear'’} There had beenin some liberal quir- 
ters a desire to minimize the importancs of a 
division on the second reading of the bill. 
Members had been told that_the bill was al- 
ready killed, The speaker did not believe 
that Mr. Gladstone would accept a vote on the 
sccond reading or understand that it wouid be 
received only as an approval of the abstract 
resolution that Ireland ought to have a parlia- 
mentof herown. Hiadthe goverament sub- 
mitted a mere resolutienfatlirmiag the princi- 
ple of legislative ufonomny for 
Ireland he (Chamberlain) could have 
voted for it, because it would have been con- 
sistent either with the creation of a chamber, 
like the Grattan parliament, or with the es- 
tablishment of a legislative council, such as 
the speaker had suggested and which had ere 
now received the support of nationalists.

The governmeut proposal, however, bad a 
stronger meaning than that of a mere abstract 
resolution, as it pledged the house to the sup- 
port of the principle of home rule from which 
Mr. Gladstone said he would never depart. 
The speaker, and those who thought with him, 
had hoped since Mr. Gladstone’s speech at the 
foreign office, that the home rule bill 
might so remode'ed that they 
could vote for it, but they had been disa.- 
pointed. Mr. Gladstone had since practically 
stated to the bouse of commons that if the bill 
passed its second reading it would be sus- 
pended until October and then be reintro- 
duced, unaltered except in minor details con- 

c¢rping the feature of Irish representation at 
Westminster. Those who agreed with the 


~ fpeaker did not wish to reduce Ireland to the 


bndition of a self governing colony and the 
Ghanges promised by Mr. Gladstone would not 
mect the views of those who maintained this 
position. Under the amended proposal of the 
premier, Irish members might be invited totake 
part in the discussion about and vote on the 
imperial expenses like those of the Russian 
and Egyptian wars. (juestions relating to such 
matters were constantly arising, and, in order 
to take effective part in the discussion and 
settlement, Irish members would require to be 
constantly present at Westminster. It would 
be impossible to make the house of commons 
a finctuating body, as it would be under Mr.

THE FRENCH EXILES. 


An Understanding Between the Radicals 
and the Government. 

Panis, June 1.—The radicals and govern- 
ment Jate this evening reached an understand- 
ing respecting the expulsion of the French 
princes.

THE CHANGE COMPLETED 


RAILPOADS QUICKLY BROUGHT 
TO THE STANDARD GAUGE, 


The Work Finished by Noom Yesterday—It is Done 
Without a Hitch—General Resumption of Reg- 
ular &chedules—When the First Craias 
Arrived and Depariced--Notes. 


On yesterday the gauge on the entire five- 
foot system of southern railroads was changed 
to four feet nine inches, so as to make the 
tracks uniform throughout the United States. 

It was proposed to change the gauge 
of 16,060 miles of track, of which 11,- 
000 were changed in one day. Practically on 
today a passenger or freight ear may leave 
Portland, Me., San Francisco or Chicago and 
traverse without change of truck or bulk 
every mile of road in the country to New 
Orleans, Texas or Florida. This is in 
mapy respects the moss important rail- 
road event, stupendous in its 
physical features, that has__—trans- 


| pired in this country. The agreement was 


made between the southern companies for the 
simultaneous change at a convention held in 
Atlanta on February 5. The several compa- 
nies have since that time been preparing for 
the new departure, which entails a large 
amount of work. The change of gauge, cost- 
ing $85 to $100 a mile, is not the largest item. 
In fact, this will be insignificant as compared 
with the expense and revolution in requiring 
every engine, passenger, mail, express, bag- 
gage and freight car to be changed in gange. 
This will be greater or less in proportion a3 
the reads have more or less contemplated the 
change. 

Ten yearsagothe Atlantic Coast line dis- 
cussed the proposition of making the change 
alone, and two yearssince thatline nearly 

-gecured a general agreement among the broad 
gauge roads to change their rails. The south- 
ern roads which were owned in Wall street, 
however, were in the way of the accomplish- 
ment of the scheme, for they were generally 
speculative holdings, liable to change owner- 
ship at anytime. The Coast line has for fif- 
teen years been anticipating and preparing for 
the revolution. Every engine and every 
species of rolling stock has been constructed to 
make the change at thesmailest possible cost, 
and yet the line has more than 2,000 engines 
and cars to alter. These changes, it is hoped, 
may be accomplished by all the roads by the 
first of September. 

The details were so nicely arranged that 1},- 
000 mijes were easily changed yesterday. The 
remaining 2,000 miles, being small branches, 
will be left for the following few days. For 
one or two days, nodoubt, some irregularly 
and interruption must result to both mails 
and freight, but the dullest season of the year 
has been selected for the change, and the de- 
lays will not be serious. 

The results expected to. be obtained from 
this adoption of thestandard gauge are several. 
Having the wide gauge it was necessary that 
all cars of the eastern roads Smust be retruck- 
ed or bulk broken and loaded into wide gauge 
cars before thé transportation could be con- 
tinued south, and the same was the case with 
freight trem south toeast. The retracking 
or rehandling took time, and to that extent, 
whether it was much or httle, delayed ship- 
ment. Therefore, expedition in transporta- 
tion is the prime result expected to be ob- 
tained. In this double handling of freight a 
number of extracars wers found necessary. 

With the present change this necessity is done 
away with, and alarge saving in rolling stock 
ismadce. In fact, this two days’ work brings 
all the principal roads of the United States in 
acommon gauge, and from yesterday cars 
with the standard or “compromise” wheel 
will find smooth running onall the roads, 
and from New York to New Orleans there 
will be found no point where itis necessary 
to break bulk or change trucks. 
THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC. 

The change of gauge on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad was effected within «a few 
hours, with almost no friction at all. 

The last train which came from Chattanooga 
on the five-feet gauge was No. 2, which ar- 
rived in Atlanta at .30 p. m., May 3lst. Con- 
ductor Dick Hargis pulled the bell rope, and 
Charlie Barnett was engineer. Immediately 
on her arrival the work ofchanging the ganze 
began, and byl0 o’lock the entire line was 
changed, and yesterday atternoon the en- 
gines from the twoends met at Bartow Sta- 
tion, forty-two miles above Atlanta. 

Mr. Hiram Butler had charge of the upper 
end of the road, and Mr. M. H. Dooly, road- 
master, had personal supervision over the 
Jower end. Mr. Butler came from Chattanooga 
with the engine Kennesaw. 

At 9:45 yesterday morning Captain Dave 
Wylie put train No, 1 into the union depat 
bere. At1:50 p.m. she left promptly on her 
schedule time with Conductor John P. Mayes, 
and with Engineer McNabb in charge of the 
throttle. The John P. King was the engine. 
She reached Chattanooga on schedule time. 
This train carried a sleeping car in which 
were passengers for Chicago and other north. 
western points via Cincinnati. During the 
afternoon the schedule time of the Rome ex- 
press, leaving at 3:40 for Rome, was resumed, 
notice having been received that the change 
had already been effected on the Rome rail- 
road. At 5:15 the Marietta express went out. 
At 5:55 the Kennesaw express left for Chatta- 
nooga, and at 6:25 p.m. freight schedule No. 
7 was put on with five trains. 

The first train southward from Chattanooga 
will be No. 12, leaving there at 2 o’clock a. m. 
tonight. The train which went upas No 1. re- 

turns as No, 12, in consequence of the fact that 
ajl the Western and Atlantic engines and pas- 
senger cars were atthe Atlanta end of the 
road. By teday, however, all schedules from 
both ends of the line will be resumed, and a 
— g observer would hardly know thatthere 
ad been euch athing as change of gauge on 
the Western and Atlantic. 
Tke Western and Atlantic has about 600 
freight cars change® and about forty engines. 
Master-machinist M,. L, Collier and his force 
bave been working day and night for the past 
couple of dzys. They changed ten engines 
in twenty-four hours, and by tonight it is 
considered that they will be through with the 
work of changing the gauge of most of them. 

The Western and Atiantic called in nearly 
allof its cars from connecting and foreiga 
roads, and out of 1.294 cars only 47 were away 
from home on the day of the change,and there 
were on the Western and Atlantic rails only 
61 of other roads’ cars. 

While Superintendent Anderson, Assistant 
Superintendent Bostick, Road Master Dooly 
Master Car Builder Kinyon and others have 
labored untiringly to effect’ the change with 
the best results, it is probable that Master 
Machinist M.-L. Collier will receiye from all 
his associates more than an average amount of 
praise for the efficiency with which he has 
managed his partef the work; and the men 
in all the departments concerned in the chance 
certainly have regson to feel proud of their 
achievement. Thepart of Mr.M. A. Dooly, 

the cflicient road master, was one of the -ut- 
most difficulty, and the manner in which he 
handled his forces so as to avoid accident and 
facilitate time, is creditable to himself and a 
triumph of railroad skill,
